Montoursville, Junc 19.—What a 


good cow can do is shown by the rec- 
ord of Ridge Farm Mary Pictje, a 
purebred Holstein, owned by H. A. 
Snyder, a member of the Lycominjr 
County Cow Testing Association. 


This cow was purchased in Brad- 


ford county when she was nine years 
old for $400 on the basis of her pro- 
duction, which then was 16,000 pounds 
of milk and 565 pounds of butterfat. 
Up to that time she had produced 
seven heifer calves. Since then sh-e 
has been 'the foundation cow of the 
Snyder herd, producing five additional 
heifer calves. 
Three of these were 


sold for $700. The oldest of her calves 
produced 13,224 pounds of milk and 
477.6 pounds of butterfat after her 
first calving at the age of 31 months. 


Five granddaughters of this re- 


markable cow are in the Snyder herd. 
The only one in milk made a record 
of 11,164 pounds of milk and 388.5 
pounds of fat at the age of 25 months. 
The cow herself, during the past five 
years, has given a return of $1000 
above feed cost.

Holstein Proves 
A Moneymaker 


Montoursville, June 19.—What a 
goof! cow can do is shown by the rec­ 
ord of Ridge Farm Mary Pietje, a 
purebred Holstein, owned by H. A. 
Snyder, a member of the Lycomingl 
County Cow Testing Association. 
This cow was purchased in Brad­ 
ford county when she was nine years 
old for $400 on the basis of her pro­ 
duction, which then was 16,000 pounds 
of milk and 565 pounds of butterfat. 
Up to that time she had produced 
seven heifer calves. 
Since then she I 
has been the foundation cow of the 
Snyder herd, producing five additional 
heifer calves. 
Three of these were | 
sold for $700. The oldest of her calves 
produced 13,224 pounds of milk and 
477.6 pounds of butterfat after her 
first calving at the age of 31 months. 
Five granddaughters of this re­ 
markable cow are in the Snyder herd. 
Tho only one in milk made a record 
of 11,164 pounds of milk and 388.5 
pounds of fat at the age of 25 months. 
The cow herself, during the past five 
years, has given a return of $1000 
above feed cost.
